School Report. 


To the Parents and Citizens of Hebron : — 


It again becomes our duty to present you with our annu- 
al report for the year ending Aug. 1, 1896. We feel that 
our schools will compare favorably with those of former 
years, yet they are not up to that standard we wish them 
to attain. Some of the wrongs more especially to correct 
are tardiness and non attendance which we consider more 
the fault of parents in allowing than the scholars in doing. 
If such pupils have not made as much advancement as 
desired it is not because the teacher has failed in her duty 
as no scholar can keep up an interest in his studies and 
do his best work unless present every day. We would 
urge all lovers of education to make the most of the money 
you raise by keeping your children at school (as it is in 
session only a small part of the year) thereby reaping the 
benefits of your labor and conferring a blessing upon them 
besides leaving a school register that will be a pleasure to 
look upon. Weare pleased with the addition made to the 
East Hebron school house and think now there will be 
ample accominodation for all that may ever attend. The 
Village school should be especially grateful for the gift of 
a flag und staff generously donated avy Messrs. Washburn 
and Wellington. 

The fall term of the Hast Hebron school was taught by 
Mrs. Nettie M. Tenney. Having finished unexpectedly 
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none of the present board were in attendance at its close, 
but judging by her former reputation as a teacher in this 
school we feel confident it was a success. 

In the spring we were fortunate in securing the services 

of Miss Nettie A. Hardy of this town. It proved a very 
successful term, with the exception of sickness, for which 
the school closed the first of the last week to the regret of 
teacher and scholars, as well as parents. Miss Hardy is 
one that works very hard for the interest of her pupils and 
is a thorough and efficient teacher.
